LAUNCH AREA "G3-G4" (SITE 11) CONTAINS 2 RAIL-SERVED PADS APPROXIMATELY

1,900 FT APART, EACH PAD BEING SERVED BY A GANTRY, TLAUNCH AREA "G5-G6"

(SITE 12) CONTAINS 2 ROAD-SERVED PADS APPROXIMATELY 600 FT APART, A
SINGLE GANTRY SERVES BOTH PADS. IAUNCH AREA "6T" (SITE 18) CONSISTS

OF A SINGLE SILO AND AN L-SHAPED ELZCTRONIC FACILITY WITH LECS APPROXI-

LAUNCH AREA "G1-G2" (SITE 7)., NO SIGNIFICANT CHANGE SINCE THE

LAUNCH AREA WAS REPORTED COMPLE'I‘El THE

GANTIRIES SERVING THE PADS ARE APPROXIMATELY 115 FT HIGH, THERE
ARE SEVEN VEHICLES PARKED ALONG THE FENCE TO THE REAR OF THE
READY BUILDING, AT "G1" THERE ARE TWO SHORT RAIL CARS FOR-
WARD OF THE READY BUILDING AT "G2" WHICH HAVE BEEN IN THE SAME
POSITION ON NUMEROUS MISSIONS,

LAUNCH AREA "G3«-G4" (SITE 11), BOTH SIDES OF THE LAUNCH AREA

APPEAR COMPLETE, THE GANTRIES SERVING THE PADS ARE APPROXIMATELY
200 FT HIGH., THERE IS AN APPROXTMATELY 100 FT LONG RAIL CAR (FROB-
ABLY SOME TYPE OF GROUND HANDLING EQUIPMENT) ON THE RATIL SFUR SERV-

THE COMPLEX SUFPPORT FACILITY, THE REVETTED STORAGE FACTLITY,

SHOW NO APPARENT CHANGE CONSTRUCTION CON-

TINUES IN THE AREA
